It is learned that the 4th District Water & 
Electricity \workers' Union, 15 Shou Ying Faung, Tien Doong 
Road, Chapei, will convene a general meeting of workers of 
the Shanghat Power Compamy for 8 a.m. November 5 in the 
Kung Woo (>: +.) Cinema, West Gate. ; 

It is further learned that the Union had decided 
to request the local Kuomintang and the General Labour Union 
to. ask the local Chinese Military authorities to deal suimeredy 
with one Sun Zuan-loong “(34 A py for impersonating a 
‘Sepescher of the China Times and seeking information anent 
the activities of the strikers. The Union, it is alleged, 
has asked the local Kuomintang and the General Labour Union 
to be resvonsible for the safety of some ten important members.
